
 

 

COUNTY BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 
 
Courthouse, Clay Center, Nebraska, March 27, 2012 at 9:00 A.M. 
 
The Clay County Board of Supervisors met March 27, 2012 as per public notice given in 
the Clay County News on March 21, 2012 a copy of the proof of publication being on file 
in the County Clerk’s Office.  Availability of the agenda was communicated in the 
advance notice of the meeting.  Chairman Fintel presided with roll call showing the 
following present:  Nuss, Samuelson, Anderson, Schmidt, Shaw and Fintel; absent: 
Johnson.  Minutes of the meeting held March 20, 2012 were mailed to the board 
members.  All of the proceedings hereafter shown were taken while the convened 
meeting was open to the attendance of the public. 
 
Chairman, Ivan Fintel stated that the open meeting law poster is posted on the west wall 
in the back of the room. 
  
Motion by Anderson and seconded by Nuss to approve the minutes of the meeting held 
March 20, 2012 as mailed.  On roll call, Samuelson, Anderson, Schmidt, Shaw, Nuss 
and Fintel; absent: Johnson.   Motion carried. 
 
There was no public comment. 
 
Thomas Roemmich II, Highway Superintendent reported on driveway and culvert work.  
 
The road work report was distributed.  Motion by Shaw and seconded by Schmidt to 
approve the Highway Superintendent’s road work report for the month of March 2012.  
On roll call, yea: Anderson, Schmidt, Shaw, Nuss, Samuelson and Fintel; absent: 
Johnson.  Motion carried. 
 
At 9:15 A.M. the bids for the motor patrol buildings were opened.  Andy Leichleiter, 
Brian Herbek, Trent Schelkopf and representatives from Cleary & Premier were also 
present.  Bids were received from: Sintek Construction, Herbek & Bassett Construction, 
Premier Custom Building & Remodeling, Astro Buildings, Cleary Buildings, Leichleiter 
Construction and Quality Builders. 
 
Motion by Schmidt and seconded by Shaw to Table the building bids till April 10, 2012 
for review. On roll call, yea: Schmidt, Shaw, Nuss, Samuelson, Anderson and Fintel; 
absent: Johnson.  Motion carried. 
 
Jeff Franklin, County Sheriff discussed and presented car bids.  After discussion it was 
decided to take the State bid from Sid Dillon for a 2012 Chevy Impala in the amount of 
$21,875.00 with delivery to be in this budget year.  Jeff reported that the Jail was 
inspected by the State Fire Marshall and it was in full compliance.  The Sheriff building 
roof is in need of some repairs and some electrical work upstairs is needing upgrading.   
 
Bruce Rumsey, Weed Superintendent reported on spray equipment maintenance and 
calibration; weed scouting across the county and right of way spraying.

The board would like Travis to put 
together a diagram of repairs needed around the courthouse and present it to them at 
the next meeting for review.
